‘The morass of 
Egyptian 
bureaucracy’ 


‘NEW YORK (AP). — “A number of 
large American private investment 
projects currently under discussion 
with the Government of Egypt are 


bogged down in the morass of Egyp- 


tian bureaucracy," The New York 
Journal of Commerce wrote last 
week. 

“In the 15 months since President 
Anwar Sadat promulgated an open- 
door Υ͂ of foreign investment in 
Egypt, not one of the many 
American ‘companies that have in- 
vestigated the feasibility of es- 
tablishing a manufacturing opera- 
tion there has been able to complete 
the preliminary arrangements for 
an investment project,"’ the business 
daily added in a front-page article. 

Quoting U.S. government and in- 
dustry sources, the journal said 
“Such industry giants as General 
Motors, Union Carbide, and U.S. 
Steel Corp. are reported to be very 
discouraged about the prospects of 
setting up manufacturing operations 
in Egypt. 

“The only U.S. companies that are 
said to be satisfied with their status 
in Egypt" are in banking and oil ex- 
Ploration. Eight U.S. banks are in 
the process of opening offices or 
branches in Egypt and American ofl 
companies, are the majority of the 25

A success story for 
scientific know-how

NESS ZIONA — When Dr. Ν᾽ 
Mhatre landed at Lod in 1971 his 
luggage tags were marked. 
“Rehovot-Israel, Welzmann 
Institute of Science." The world- 
famous research centre had at- 
tracted one more prominent foreign 
scientist, who had decided to spend 
his sabbatical year at Rehavot to 
deepen his insight into the world of 
nature. 

But the gentle Bombay-born 
biochemist never made it to 
Rehovot. Instead, he got “stuck” in 
this village right next-door to the 
Weizmann Institute, where he's 
spent the past four years as manag- 
ing director of Milea-Yeda Ltd. . 

Mhatre said in a recent interview 
before leaving for a new assignment 
in the U.S.: “I feel like a retiring 
general, and believe me it’s not easy 
to say goodbye to a country you have 
come to love."” 

Saying goodbye to Dr. Mhatre will 
also be hard for the scores of 
workers at Miles-Yeda, one of the 
most dynamic companies in the 
bustling Ness Ziona science-based 
industrial park named Kiryat Weiz- 
mann. Besides being ‘one hell of a 
nice guy"’ to them, he has also 
produced ἃ modern-day Israeli in- 
dustrial miracle: he took ofa 
newborn company almost destined 
to deficit, and in 48 months turned an 
annual loss of 1L432,000 into a clear 
Profit of IL178,000 for the first 
quartex:Alone af-this year... 

‘The shy com) 

of Miles Laboratories, Elkhart, In- 
diana. That $400m.-a-year diver- 
sified firm — with plants in 28 coun- 
tries — is best known for its Alka 
Seltzer. But its process industry, 
professional products and consumer 
products divisions also turn out hun- 
dreds of other items — from ad- 
vanced pharmaceuticals and 
diagnostic apparatus, to scouring 
pads and texturized soya protein. 

‘The company Dr. Mhatre headed is 
owned jointly by Miles and the Weiz- 
mann Institute’s research-and- 
development corporation, Yeda. 
Utilizing laboratory-controlled 
donkey, goat and rabbit farms, 
Miles-Yeda produces a range of im- 
munological drugs, such as preven- 
tive and therapeutic vaccines, and a 
variety of chemical reagents used in 
medical and industrial laboratories. 

To obtain the vaccines, Miles- 
Yeda workers introduce useful 
micro-organisms into the blood 


executive : 
one of the four Istaeit Joint ventures 


systems of the animals. These sub- 
stances stimulate cells in the 
animal's body to produce antibodies 
needed to fight specific diseases. 
Then, using vacuum equipment, 
some of the animal's blood is drawn 
off, and the serum separated. 

Highly trained laboratory 
technicians then take the enriched 
serum and put it through several 
processes to get vaccine. A few 
drops each of this life-saving liquid is 
metered out into vials by automated 
filling machinery. 

Moments later, the vials are seal- 
ed and subjected to extreme cold ina 
combination vacuum-freezing 
chamber. When they emerge their 
contents are no longer liquid. 
Instead, the vaccine appears as tiny 
white crystals, freeze-dried like your 
instant coffee. The vaccines now 
have almost unlimited shelf life, un- 
til the doctor reconstitutes them with 
distilled water before injecting them 
into the patient's blood stream. 

Vaccine production is only part of 
the Miles-Yeda story. As a science- 
based industry, the company plows 
back a good part of its earnings into 
applied research. This is paying off, 
according to Dr. Mhatre, who told 
The Post, ‘About 75 per cent of our 
earnings this year will be from 
products and activities which were 
non-existent at Miles-Yeda in 1971." 

Dr. Mhatre began his career with 
Miles Laboratories 12 years ago, as 
an enzymologist, since his master's 
and doctoral training at Oregon 


. State. and Rutgers University 


prepared him for a career as a 


- biochemist. As the years passed, he 


drifted into the field of immunology. 

Then, when sabbatical time came, 
he chose the Weizman Institute. But 
when his bosses at Miles heard about 
this, they proposed that he forego his 
sabbatical and instead assume the 
managing directorship of their new 
venture here, Miles-Yeda. 

“I don't know a balance sheet from 


an inventory record,” he objected.. 


But they were determined, and sent 
Dr. Mhatre to a short course in cor- 
porate management, in Chicago. 

“From there on it was full speed 
ahead,” said Dr. Mhatre. ‘But, 
although I am a full-fledged business 
executive, I still manage to break 
away and spend quite some time in 
the laboratory. I guess a scientist 
always remains a scientist.’* 

Dr. Mhatre, who will now take 
over another Miles operation near 
Chicago, is being replaced here by 
Joe Rosioff, a Bronx-born scientist 
who immigrated to Israe} in 1970. 


Electric cars are on the way 


CLEVELAND, (UPI). — The day 
when electric cars will be available 
for short trips may be closer than 
most people think. 

The Umited electrical storage 
capacity of conventional lead-acid 
batteries has been the big drawback 
so far, but U.S. Government 
research laboratories report 
progress in the development of new 
power ceils that may make the elec- 
tric car icable. 

The Space Agency Laboratory is 
preparing to test new nickel-zinc 
batteries which may overcome the 
problems of earlier products. The 
centre plans to try cut the nickel-zine 
batteries in two electric vehicles to 


. deliver mail over the 7% miles of 


roadways within the perimeters of 
the property. 
“The nickel-zine battery will dou- 
ble the range and yet maintain the 
same welght as the lead-acid 
battery,” according to one of the 
sceintists w on the project. 
The Energy Research and 
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“BAKED CAR PAINT 


Development Administration 
(ERDA) reports that its Argonne 
National Laboratory near Chicago is 
developing a different kind of 
battery, made of Hithium-aluminum 
and iron sulfide, for use in electric 
vehicles. 

Erda research workers believe 
that a car powered by this type of 
battery could have about the same 
“characteristics” as cars on the 
roads today. The car could have a 
range of between 150 and 300 
kilometres.

Exploring 


THE LAST MUSICA VIVA concert 
by the LP.O. (Tel Aviv, Mann 
Auditorium, June 23), conducted by 
Lukas Foss, centred around two 
works: Joan Franks Williams's 
“Frogs"’ and Foss's own percussion” 
concerto. ‘Frogs’ is a very funny 
plece, intended to amuse rather than 
to shock or stimulate the intellec- 
tually minded. 

Migs Williams, who wrote her own 
text, six passages, all on frogs, found 
the right idiom to produce the right 
sounds. Using all kinds of techni- 
ques. in complete ‘freedom, she 
appites her musical means sparsely 
but effectively. What she achieves is 
more a funny impression of what 
frogs ‘‘mean” in general than a 
programmatic illustration of the 
text. 


Soprano Adi Etzion was the soloist 
and there could have been no finer, 
no more imaginative interpreter of 
this “froggy” part. She seemed 
more restrained than usual and. 
vocally at her best. 

The other dominating work was 
Foss's concerto. 115 weakness is its 
length, which even the endeavours of 
as great a percussionist as Jan 
Williams could not obliterate. The 
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concerto, which is partly aleatoric, 
has an original form. The source of 
all activity ig the percussionist- 
soloist himself, not the conductor. 
From his soloist command post, in 
front of the orchestra. or while 
wandering among the musicians, he 
activates the orchestra, or sections 
of {t, which respond to his cues, 
rhythmically, melodically and 
dynamically. He enters into 
fascinating dialogues, conversations 
and confrontations with groups of in- 
struments. Finally 2 huge climax is 
reached, as if all forces had been let 
loose into a frightening pan- 
demonium. While the musicians add 
vocal utterings to the all out effort, a 
strangely surrealistic atmosphere 
emerges. For Jan Williams this is a 
ritual, which he performs with awe 
and reverence. He is 2 remarkable 
performer to see as well as to listen 


Two additional works, “Garden 
Rain’’ by Toru Takemitsu, 
marvellously performed by the 
orchestra’s brass section, and a Fan- 
tasia for strings by Purcell, the cur- 
tain ralser, completed the 


programme. a

Impressive musical talents 


AFTER THE VERY pleasant ex- 
perience afforded us by the Youth 
Symphony Orchestra from 
Duesseldorf, we have now had ‘the 
opportunity to enjoy the offerings of 
the Youth Symphony from 
Rheinland-Ptalz \Mainz) 
(Jerusalem Theatre: June 22). Con- 
ducted vivaciously by young Bruno 
Weil, the sixty players performed 
with fresh, rich tone volume — and 
very credibly — a piece by Theo 
Brandmueller, called “Re- 
miniscences."" ‘The composer, 
himself, sat in the orchestra, par- 
ticipating occasionally with a loudly 
ticking metronome. 

At first hearing, one cannot im- 
mediately fathom the composer's in- 
tentions, especially as this was his 
Israel] premiere. He handles 
orchestra colours and instrumental 
combinations with ease, and he 
seems to look for something new 
without negating the past. 

Helmut Erb played the solo part in 
Hummel's Trumpet Concerto; 
musical phrases, abounding in plea- 
sant turns, were performed with fine 


musicality, the technicalties were 
handled brilliantly, and cooperation 
between soloist, conductor and 
orchestra were perfect. The 
Symphony No.88 by Haydn got a 
thoroughly competent reading as did 
the following "“Fingal’s Cave" by 
Mendelssohn. 

Then came a surprise: Theo 
Brandmueller, inspired by the at- 
mosphere of Jerusalem, had worked 
through the night on a symphonic 
arrangement of ‘“‘Jerusalem of 
Gold, which the orchestra 
presented as an encore. This 
showed him as 8 very good 
craftsman, with a flair for good 
effect and control of orchestral 
means. He caught the. special 
character of the song beautifully, 
and hia setting had to be repeated as 
a climax of the concert.

This is one of the findings of a 
Hebrew University research project 


on social change and social values . 


among two generations in two 
groups both “in” and “outside of" 
Israeli society: the ultra-Orthodox 
Jewish population of Mea Shearim 
and the urban Israeli Arab popula- 
tion in five main centres. 

‘The study was done.by Professor 
Rita Simon, Visiting Professor of 
Law and Sociology at the Univer- 
sity’s Faculty of Law, on leave from 
the University of Ilinois, in 1970-71, 
on 150 families in each group. Both 
the parent generation and the 
younger generation — those born 
since the founding of the State — 
were interviewed. The interviewers 
were Arab intellectuals (mainly 
teachers) and Hebrew ‘University 
students. 

An interesting finding was that the 
Arab girls wanted only two or three 
children, although their mothers had 
“planned for them to have six, 
seven or more offspring. 

In Mea Shearim, as opposed to the 
Arab group, there was great agree- 
ment between the generations on 
questions of life-style. Moreover, the 
yong generation was critical of their 
parents’ insufficient vigilance in 
passing on their traditional moral 
and social values. 

Among the Arabs, however, the 
parent generation has virtually 
accepted the fact that their children 
will not dress or live as they did. The 
youngsters strive, without giving up 
their nationalistic values, to emulate 
the modern Israeli culture. a culture 
despised by the young ultra- 
Orthodox Jews. And while Mea 
Shearim girls will marry young and 
become housewives, Arab girls hope 
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Mea Shearim.

The people read mainly the religious 
press including women who read 
papers and listen to the radio, mostly 
in Yiddish. 

‘These are just preliminary fin- 
dings from a working draft. Prof. 
Simon plans to return and do a cross- 
sectional study on the Israeli popula- 
tion, to teat various aspects of social

Mozambique as the strategic key to 
unlocking the region. The 1974 Por- 
tuguese coup d'etat, In many ways 
provoked by the deteriorating war 
situation in Mozambique, radically 
changed the situation for Rhodesia 
and South Africa. 

Now the next target is Rhodesia, 
either through a negotiated: settle- 
ment or another guerrilla war. And 
ft is here that the ience and 
Commitment of the Front for the 
Liberation of Mozambique 
(Frelimo), which so successfully 
fought the Portuguese for 10 years, 
will be a crucial factor. 

Rhodesia has a 700-mile border 
with Mozambique which hitherto has 
provided its sanction-breaking 
routes to the Indian Ocean 
the ports of Lourenco Marques and 
Beira. That, it is certain, will end 
with Mozambique independence. 

But of even greater cance is 
the extent of Frelimo's support for 
the Rhodesian - Until now 
Frelimo has supported the Zim- 
babwe African National Union 
(ZANU), giving them training 
faciiities in Mozambique’s liberated 
areas and access to Rhodesia. 

The internal travails of ZANU, 
and the reasons for them, has raised 
difficult political questions for 
Frelimo in recent months, given 
Frelimo's own non-tribal, non-racial 
approach and commitment to long- 
term revolution. Thus Frelimo's 
position today is that it will fully sup- 
port the African National Council, 
into which ZANU and two other 
feuding Rhodesian liberation 
movements merged after meetings 
in the Zambian capital, Lusaka, last: 
December. ᾿ 

Mozambique has already become 
the main training ground for the 
Rhodesian guerrillas, If there ts not 
a negotiated settlement between Ian 
Smith and the ANC, it will be the 
main infiltration route across a fron- 
tier which Smith's limited military' 
forces cannot effectively police.
